LAVAL CHOOSES “SECURITY” 

Premier Laval has decided he would rather 
live in a relatively ordered society of nations 
than make France subject to dictation by 
Mussolini. For that is what his choice amounted 
to. He supports Great Britain in urging the 
application of “sanctions” provided in the 
covenant of the League of Nations should the 
Italian Premier persist in forcing an outlaw 
war upon Abyssinia. The smaller nations will 
of course support Britain and France, and Il 
Duce stands with the backing only of Mr. Hitler 
and of helpless and fearful Austria 

This may not prevent Mussolini proceeding 
with his conquest, but it will save world respect 
for the League of Nations and make it worth 
maintaining. The farcical gesture in the Orient 
and the defiance of Mr. Hitler had badly dis- 
counted the value of the League. Had it sub- 
mitted to Mussolini's demand that it proclaim 
its covenant to be worth nothing, its usefulness 
would have been gene and its collapse assured 
France would have been left with dominant 
militarism on two fronts: and Europe ripe for 
another carnival of destruction.

An encouraging fact is that the rust plague 
may not occur again for many years. Experts 
tell us the wide damage was done this year only 
because southern winds prevailed just when the 
rust was in condition to carry from the southern 
states and Mexico. That information will not 
help the stricken farmer to pay his bills, but 
it tempers the fear that the same calamity may 
befall him again next year.

An esteemed reader who accuses me of try- 
ing to poke quiet fun at the new provincial 
government, wants to know why I don't give 

them helpful suggestions instead. 
While I can't plead guilty to the indictment 
his line of reasoning is good. I'll try and help 
them with suggestions, though

Alas, that I cannot help 


them with suggestions on how 
to cope with the foundation 
problem of money and credit. 
That comes from inability to 
comprehend their economic 
philosophy, which is more or 
less of a secret between Pre- 
mier Aberhart and Major 
Douglas. I can only tender

suggestions on minor problems of administra- 
tion. 


In the first place they should make a de- 
mand on the oil companies for a reduction of 
the price of gasoline to balance the 2% cent 
per gallon cut which the companies gave to 
British Columbia last week. There isn't a rea- 
son in the world, now that the U.F.A. govern- 
ment has gone out of office, why the motorists 
of Alberta should continue to pay five and 
six cents a gallon more than gasoline users 
in the sister provinces. 

Gasoline had been selling in Vancouver for 
32 cents a gallon up till September of last year, 
or within two cents of Edmonton prices. Then 
the Pattullo government appointed Mr. Justice 
M. A, Macdonald of the Appeal Court bench to 
conduct an enquiry into gasoline prices. Efforts 
by the Liberals in the Alberta Legislature to 
secure an enquiry into gasoline prices were 
voted down by the government. It held it had 
done enough by referring the matter to the 
Federal Fuel Commission. 

However the B.C. government, desiring more 
direct action, had the Macdonald Enquiry run 
concurrently with the enquiry of the Fuel Com- 
mission. The report of Mr. Justice Macdonald 
is expected to be made public at any time now. 

Prices in the meantime were lowered to 30 
cents a gallon at which they remained til) Fri- 
day of last week when the oi] companies an- 
nounced a voluntary cut of a further 2'% cents 
a gallon. This fixes the price for refined gas- 
oline at 27's cents a gallon (including a seven 
cents provincial tax) and 29'2 cents for ethy! 
gasoline. Lesser grades are selling at 26c 

The voluntary reduction is generally inter- 
preted as a move to take the bite out of the 
anticipated report of My. Justice Macdonald. 
However, the oi] companies say it is based on 
a general reduction of the prices for California 
crude oil, which has been met by crude pro- 
ducers in other fields. 

Whichever explanation is the true one, its 
reasoning should apply with even greater force 
to gasoline prices in Alberta, which under the 
U. F.A. government were boosted above the 
prices of gas in al] other provinces of Canada. 

Here is a service for the new Alberta gov- 
ernment. It is presumably quite unfettered for 
action. It can by mere intimation of an en- 
quiry, procure a goodly measure of credit for 
itself and a goodly measure of relief for the 
motorists of the province. On the figures of 
gasoline consumption filed with the Fuel Com- 
mission, the saving to the motorists of Alberta 
would come close to the $1,000,000 mark. 


The question of developing the cual output 
of Alberta by securing a reduction of the ab- 
surdly high freight rate on coal, both east and 
west, will have to await a declaration of policy. 
If the new government is going to impose a 
levy on coal commensurate with the proposed 
levy on wheat, then it would be a waste of effort 
to bother with the freight rate question at all, 
for the “levy” would exceed any hoped-for 
reduction in the freight rate. ‘The object aimed 
at—the ousting of foreign coal by Alberta coal 
in the Ontario market—-would be as far or fur- 
ther off than ever. 

There are some grievances complained of in 
the administration of the Mines Act that need 
attention, even if the coal output remains no 
larger than at present, or should have to relin- 
quish its present Winnipeg and Vancouver 
markets. 

One of the grievances is over the system of 
examinations for pit-bosses and mine-managers 
It isn't quite as bad as some of the exams for 
higher military positions where a knowledge of 
classical history is held to be essentia! to qualify 
one for the job of killing people in large num- 
bers 

One applicant sends me the following taken 
from his examination for mine manager last 
June. It reads as follows: 

“Q. A slope has been sunk a distance of 
100 feet from the surface on a dip of one 
in four, size of slope six feet by eight feet. 
Black damp was encountered at the face 
which filled up the slope half way up. No 
fan has yet been installed but it is decided* 
as a temporary means to make wooden 
boxes 12 inches by 12 inches to extend from 
the face to the mouth of the slope and lying 
on the floor. 

“Would there be a current set up by 
doing this and what would be the direction 
of the current, if any? Would you expect 
the black damp to be cleared out by the 
above method? If so, what principle of law 
governing the movement of air would be in 
action to move it 

If there is any value to this question it isn’t 
a practical one, because no such method of minc 
ventilation would be allowed by the Mines Act 
which has more faith in the efficacy of mine 
fans than in the principles of Isaac Newton. To 
practical-minded candidates, it appeared only 
a trick question to bewilder and confuse them, 
the question having no relevancy to coal min- 
ing as it must be conducted under the Alberta 
Coal Mines Act. As a matter of fact only one 
man passed the examination, set for the candi- 
dates, Of the board of five examiners only one 
is said to have ever sat for an Alberta exam 

Safety and progress in the coal-mining 
industry depends upon encouraging bright and 
ambitious men to study and sit for examinations. 
At present many of them feel that the exams

In our present stage of evolution it is neces- 
sary for us to spend about a third of our time 
in sleep. Sleep seems to be a state of self- 
hypnosis, during which time the body is able 
to rest and overcome the effect of the fatigue 
poisons which have accumulated during the 
hours of activity. Also during 
sleep, the nerve cells are 
restored or re-charged. 

The inability to sleep may 


arise from purely mental 
causes. I have had many 
patients tell me that they 


were sleepy until they went 
to bed, after which they be- 
came wide awake. If a per- 
son believes that hg will fall 
asleep as soon as his head hits 
the pillow, he usually will 
However, there are many physica] and mental 
causes capable of producing insomnia or sleep- 
lessness. As a general rule, the cause can be 
traced to an irritation or stimulation arising in 
the digestive tract. 

The use of incorrect food combinations in 
the evening meal, leading to the formation of 
excessive gas is one of the principal causes of 
wakefulness. When this is the cause, the patient 
will find that such a simple measure as taking 
a plain warm water enema will,induce almost 
immediate relief so that he can return to bed 
and fall into a sound restful slumber. 

In some cases, the disturbance of sleep may 
originate in a faulty mattress, the distraction 
arising from continued noise, or the habit of 
taking your troubles to bed with you which 
encourages worry and nerve tension. Very often 
the cause lies in not enough exercise being 
taken to induce a normal healthy muscular 
tiredness. If your work is of the mental type, 
then you will not obtain enough exercise during 
working hours to induce physical fatigue and 
you should devote the evening to physical 
activity. As you are already aware, when you 
are really tired physically, you will find it as 
easy to go to sleep as to roll off a log. The la- 
borer is not the individual who suffers from 
sleeplessness. Wakefulness is largely confined 
to those working with their brains and not their 
hands. 

The psychic causes of insomnia have not 
been appreciated in the past but the influence 
of mental or emotional causes upon sleepless- 
ness is now better understood. The patient who 
is dissatisfied or discontented during waking 
hours will find it hard to relax enough to sleep 
soundly. The cure in such cases rests upon 
‘adjusting the emotional life and any conflict 
which may exist must be overcome by means of 
psychotherapy. 

Sleep is a normal process and occurs almost 
automatically in the individual of sound health. 
If you find it difficult to sleep a} night, you 
must realize that the habits which are not good 
which you are encouraging while you are 
awake, are the true explanation of your trouble. 
It is probably not so much what happens dur- 
ing the night which keeps you awake, as it is 
what happens during the day time. Adjust your 
daytime habits, and your sleeping habits must 
inevitably improve. 

I have never known of a case of insomnia 
that could not be cured when the patient uses 
a combined treatment for removing stomach and 
intestinal irritation, increases his exercise, and 
learns the value of good suggestions. The next 
time you are bothered with insomnia, take an 
enema, then return to bed and imagine that 
your arms and legs are very heavy. If you dan 
successfully imagine that your arms and Segs 
are dead weights, you will fall asleep within a 
short time. Occasionally, the use of the warm 
bath just before retiring is helpful in inducing 
a relaxed state which encourages sleep.

Use Canned Quinces 


For Salads Or Honey 


By MARY E. DAGUE 
Sometimes I think I sound like 
@ prophet of old—I always seem 
to be warning that winter is com- 
ing, that you must prepare for lean 


days, that you must can and pre- 
serve and jell, The advice is 
sound, though. 


Take a year when 
the earth yields 
richly in fruits 
and vegetables. 
We certainly do 
not want them to 
go to waste and 
besides, think of 
the comparative 
monotony of 
winter meals, un- 
aided by a full 
pantry. 

Quinces form 
my text today. 

There is no 

Sister Mary petter canned 
fruit for winter salads. They have 
a pleasant tang that combines well 
with other fruits and their firm 
texture prevents them from being 
mushy. 

Old-fashioned quince honey is 
my favorite. Try it combined with 
certain cheese in sandwiches, serv- 
ed plain with hot rolls or added 
or as a simple dessert. 


QUINCE HONEY 

Pare and core quinces. Grate or 
put through food chopper. Measure. | 
To three cups of grated quince add 
1 cup water and cook until fruit 
is tender. Slowly stir in four cups 
of granulated sugar and cook fif- 


teen minutes longer. Pour into 
sterilized jelly glasses and cover 
with paraffin. Cover with a second 
layer of paraffin when cold | 

There are many delectable des-| 
serts usually associated with ap- 
ples that are just as good made 
with quinces. Baked quince dump- 
lings, quince roly-poly, quince 
tarts, quince whip and_ baked 
quinces are a few seasonal desserts 
that will add variety to your au- 
tumn menus, 

Quince sauce serves as the foun- 
dation for desserts or is good used 
alone, well chilled for breakfast 
os as a simple dessert, 


QUINCE SAUCE 


Wash quinces, pare, core and 
quarter fruit and cook in boiling 
water to cover until tender. Let 


water cook away as much as pos- 
sible. Rub fruit through colander 
or ricer and add sugar “to taste.” 
One cup of sugar to two cups of 
pulp makes a pleasantly sweet 
sauce. Adding. sugar after the 
fruit is cooked makes a more deli- 
cately flavored sauce than cooking 
the sugar with the fruit. 

Quince whip uses the whites of 
three eggs for two cups of sweet- 


ened quince sauce. Beat whites 
with a whisk until stiff and fold 
into sauce. Chill and serve with 
or without sweetened whipped 


cream. The whip can also be 


served with a custard sauce made 
with the yolks of the eggs. 


CANNED QUINCES 
FOR SALADS 

Wash fruit. Dip in boiling water 
and let stand five minutes. Plunge 
at once into cold water and drain. 
Pare, cut in halves cz quarters and 
remove cores. Pack in sterilized 
jars, adjust rubbers, pour over 
medium syrup and half sea]. Pro- 
cess for forty minutes in hot water 
bath or ten minutes at fifteen 
pounds pressure in steam pressure 
cooker. 

Finally, how about a salad of 
canned quinces stuffed with a mix- 
ture of cream cheese and chopped 
nut meats? Serve with pork or 
poultry dinner.

TORONTO, Sept. 14—Economic 
theories of Father Coughlin, De- 
troit priest and critic, may be 
moulded into the machinery of 
government with which Premier 
William Aberhart of Alberta ex- 
pects to distribute $25 a month to 
every adult in his province of 731,- 
600 persons. 

In search of the “most expert ad- 
vice on the continent,” the world’s 
first Social Credit premier entrain- 
ed last night for Detroit where he 
plans to have conversations with 
the priest of the Shrine of the 
Little Flower. 

Premier Aberhart, who spent Fri- 
day expounding his economic the- 
ories to Toronto business men, 
plans also to interview Henry Ford 
if the meeting can be arranged. He

was uncertain as he departed 
whether arrangements could be! 
made. 


NO CONFISCATION 

Mr. Aberhart said there would be| 
no confiscation in his province. He! 
was not a radical, he asserted, and | 
would move cautiously in putting | 
his theories into practice. The earl- 
iest that operation of his system 
could be started would be 18] 
months hence, he said. 

Premier Aberhart spoke of the | 
policy in many countries, particu. | 
larly the United States, of destroy- 
ing crops and cattle and bonusing 
farmers to do so in order to get rid 
of a surplus. The Danish govern. 


ment in 1933 burned 5,000 cattle per | 
week, enough to feed 60,000 people | 
every week, and millions of bags 
of coffee and sugar were destroyed 
in other lands. 


SEEKING SOLUTION | 


“And we have people suffering 
from a lack of bare necessities,” he 
said.
